A CalFresh applicant can not withdraw an application for just one month. If s’he does not want to be evaluated for CalFresh eligibility in
a certain month, s/eh must withdraw the entire application and reapply in the month s/he wishes to be evaluated for CalFresh eligiblity.

Based on the information provided, no. If the applicant wishes to withdraw it's application, it has to be withdrawn prior to the CWD
making a determination. If the household knows that in the month of application they are going to be ineligible, the household can wait
to apply in the second month that they know they are going to be eligible.
However, if the househaold wishes to apply during the month of application where they will be determined ineligibie, the CWD can still
use the same application to determine the household eligible for the subsequent month. Per MPP Section 63-503.14(QR) states that
change reporting households may be ineligible for the month of appication, but eligible in the subsequent month due to reported,
estimated or anticipated changes in circumstances. Even though denied for the month of application, the household does not have to
reapply in the subsequent month. The same application shall be used for the denial for the month of application, and for the
determination of efigibility for subsequent months, within imeliness standards in Section 63-301.1.
